Reports Splendid Crops 
and Outlook la Very En- 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.-De. 
daring that the price of bMf next 
winter would lie lower tbaa for a 
number of years. Secrrtary Wileoa 
of the DeiMUtflwat of Agncaftare, 
said Sunday that the cheap meat of 
a decade ago would never again be 
secu red. In addition Secretary Wil. 
son maintained that crops throuKh- 
out the I'nited States would be 
greater than for a nnmbcr of jeare, 
while in eercral instances ivcorde 
are expected to go by the board. 

He added that the high cost of 
iving will be greatly reduced this 
tearbccaneeof thcec crope, while 
the third greatest corn crop in the 
liistorv of the country would be 
harvested next hill. The abeence 
this year of the extreme beat, which 
worked such haroc on the agricul- 
tural products of the I nited States 
last year, is his explanation of the 
bountiful crope to be hareeeted this 
year. 

Secretary Wilson said Snaday 
night: "The high cost' of beef 

throuj^h last winter and at the 
present time was due to small corn 
crops of last year. The beet beet 
is fed on corn, but with corn so 
scarce that the product soared to a 
price ol 70 cents a bushel many cat- 
tle raisers did sot feel that they 
could feed their cattle for slaugbter- 
ni;; purpoeee on corn and jjct their 
money back. The result was that 
little good qoality beef ceadMd 
Chicai;o, making prion •atonatic- 
ally higher. 

"This year the com crop will 
reach mom than 2.800,000,000 
bushels, or the third largest in the 
history of the coantry. This will 
lower the price of beef an appreci- 
able degree, aad will be aided by 
tlie splendid liav and oatS crope 
winch will tie harvested."

The work thus far done alonu 
this line at the Kentucky and other 
Kxperimcnt Stations shows that it 
is eNHV euough to grow some ol the 
parasites in large quantities. I>tit 
that the diHiculty arises in getting 
them tu spread when opposed liv 
uiifavorable weather It must lie 

rt iMi fuliereil liiat the conditions 
most lavuraL>le to insects like the 
chinch-bags, sack as droaght. are 
least lavorabic to their fnngas par- 
asites. 

Yet it is remarked that the 
chinch-bug becomes troublesome 
and remains so without regard for 
weather conditions, whenever its 
enemies are not at hand a fact 
showing that it is aflcctcd by the 
weather onlv indirectly; that, in i 
other words, the weather controls i 
it by controlling the nambers of its | 
parasities. If the p.-tratites are iioi 
present in a locality the cliiiicli-lnii; 
simply luxuriates until they appear 
and it is with this thought in mind 
that the Entomologist and Itotan- 
ist ol the Kentucky Station has 
made preparationa to furnish Ken- 
tacky farmers with caltarea ol the 
white iungus for oaeagainat chinch 
bugs. 

lithe bugs are present in corn- 
lields even in small nuniliers it may 
be well to establish the fungus I here 
as a precaution against lurther in- 
crease in their nambers, though it 
will be found easier to set it at 
work where u lar^^e supplv ol the 
bugs can be secureti at one time 
Judging by recent complaints of in- 
jury to corn, f.ranl, tiallaliii, .in.! 
Henry counties otier an excellent 
ficU in which to teat the white fun- 
gus. 

hirectionslor using the fungus will 
accompany each package sent out 
from the Station. Those wishing 
to give it a trial should write to li. 
Garman, Kentucky Baperiawnt Sta- 
tion, Lexington. Ky. 

The fnngas will be fnrnisheil free 
aslon^ as ihr sujipK holds out and 
with the niiili r>iuii>liiig that it ik 
not goaiMntved to "catch," This' 
may depend, as ex|iNoiieil. on cumli 
tioDt, and upon the care with wliuii 
directions are followed.
